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Deciding Rates 


A bill before the Michigan Legislature has a 
unique characteristic — it will benefit both the 


" public and the public utilities. 


The Regulatory Reform Bill, intreduced by 
Sen. Basil W. Brown (D-Detroit) should prompt 
better and closer regulation of utility rates and help 
protect against deterioration of utility service. 

The traditionally long delays in deciding pub- 
lic utility rate increases or decreases in Michigass 
would be limited if Michigan adopts a plan which 
is in effect in 31 other states. 

The proposed law provides a 10-month period 
for study and hearings by the Michigan Public 
Service Commission on rate increase requests and 
six months for hearing rate reduction cases. If an 
increase is not decided within the 10-month period, 
the proposed increase can be placed in effect, under 
bond, and subject to refund with interest. If a 
rate cut lasts longer than six months, any cut 
finally ordered would be retroactive to the end 
of the six-month period. 

Under present procedures, the Michigan Public 
Service Commission faces no deadline on the length 
of the rate hearings. Some rate cases have dragged 
on for vears, resulting in financial inefficiency 
costly to utility firms and customers. Lengthy de- 
lays in rate cases keep the utility firms far behind 
the economic market and make it difficult to fi-

ings drag on for more than a vear, the PSC can* 
not do its job of controlling utility rates. The con- 
sumer pays for these delays, either in excessive 
rates or deteriorating service or because long de- 
lays can result in shortages of gas and electricity 
that prevent industries from expanding or locat- 
ing in Michigan. 

The bill will not aftect the level of utility rates 
set by the PSC, but will simply improve the pro- 
cedures by which rates are set. 

It is clearly in the public interest.
